GOVERNOR SIGNS 
■NUMBERS' BILL 


New Law Aimed at Curb- 
ing Gambling, Effect­ 
ive In 90 Day s 


(By Associated F n ii) 
COLUMBUS. June 22—Gov. John 
W. Bricker today signed the “num­ 
bers" bill 
providing 
prison sen­ 
tences and heavy fines for persons 
convicted of furthering numbers 
rackets. 
The new law will become effec­ 
tive 40 day s after filing with the 
secretary of state, probably within 
a day or so. 
Sellers, solicitors and pickup men 
in the numbers 
racket 
would be 
subject on first conviction to a fine 
of $ 500 and six months imprison­ 
ment, and on second conviction to 
a fine of $ 1,000 and penitentiary 
sentence of one to three y ears. 
Promoters of the numbers rackets 
would be subject on first conviction 
to a fine of $ 500 
and 
six to 10 
months 
Imprisonment 
and 
on 
second conviction, to a fine of $ 500 
to $ 1,000 and penitentiary sentence 
of one to seven y ears. 
The measure also makes slight 
changes In the present anti-lottery 
laws limiting punishment to those 
who carry on lotteries for personal 
profit. 
The governor held the measure 
for his full 10 day s limit while he 
studied the possible effect of the 
amendments to the lottery sections 
when measured by the constitution 
which prohibits all lotteries. 
It was stated he finally reached 
the conclusion 
that 
the lottery 
amendments 
probably would 
not 
violate the constitutional inhibi­ 
tion.

The static is reduced from thous­ 
ands of volts to about one-twenty 
thousandths of a volt, and the re­ 
sult is like a muffler on an auto, 
reducing

noise 
to a purr 
which does not

out

radio. 
The new sy stem is being tested 
by military forces under conditions 
where static is a serious obstacle to 
Radar. 
Gilbert Andersen, the Inventor, 
said the crashing, static noise made 
by nearby lightning is reduced to 
about the loudness of the rustle of 
a sneet of paper. 
The static eliminator will not be 
made for the public until after the 
war. It Is a small device, of elec­ 
tronic tubes, made to plug Into any 
radio set. 
A new plastic foam, which is like 
frozen soap bubbles, and almost as 
light, was also announced today .

Transpo rtatio n Drawback 
The figu re o f 10,000 to ns can be

ley . 
Transp o rtatio n is the main draw­ 
back far an immediate large o u tp u t

situ ated in a mo re sanitary regio n 
th an the latter. 
Acco rding to tho se o fficials, the 
“manico ba” ru bber is in many re­ 
sp ects su p erio r to the co mmo n “he­ 
v ea“ ty p e fro m the Amazo n v alley 
as it do es no t req u ire artificial co ­ 
agu latio n; it co agu lates by Itself In 
the tin cu p into which it drip s fro m 
the tap s made o n the trees. 
The state o f Ceare alo ne has sev ­ 
eral tho u sand trees o f “manico ba" 
ru bber, many o f which at o ne time 
o r ano ther hav e been dev elo p ed by 
internatio nal co ncerns. 
One hu ge 
farm belo nging to the French co n­ 
cern “Michelln“ was abando ned in 
19 12 and to day its trees, after a 
lo ng rest, p resent great p o ssibilities 
o f ex p lo itatio n. 
Acco rding to o ne technician o t the 
Jo hnso n Wax Co ., who has ju st re­
